The first 
Scout Master was William McCracken; Troop Committee Chairman, 
Robert Morse; 1.R., Horace Williams; Treasurer, William Smith; Commit- 
teemen, John J. Carroll, Burgest McCracken, Roland Estabrook, Ernest 
O. Huard; Explorer Advisor, Henry Finkler. 

Scouts were Steve Williams, Donald LaVallee, Richard Finkler, 
William Standing, Jr., Richard Bates, George Pynn, Gary Standing, 
Maynard Green, Kenneth Austin Donald Tebo, David Tebo and Robert 
Carroll. 

The Troop became Troop 91, April 1, 1960 with Richard Danforth, 
Scoutmaster and Donald Miller, Assistant Scoutmaster. — 

In 1964 the Troop incorporated Indian Lore into the program. it ad- 
opted the name Senecas and constructed nylon Teepees in which they 
camped until 1966. During this period they performed Indian Dancing 
throughout New England and at the New York Worlds Fair. 

In 1965 two Eagle awards were presented to James Goss and Roger 
Osbourne; in 1966 Robert Williams received his Eagle and in 1968 
Dale Norman received the fourth Eagle produced by Troop 91.

1st place in Council and Camp Competition - 50 Mile Survi val Hike

TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newton in the County of Rock- 
ingham in said State qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at 10 o’clock in the forenoon in 
said Town Hall on Tuesday, the 7th day of March, next to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. TO raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the 
same. 


3. To hear the reports of Town Officers and pass any vote rela- 
ting thereto. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
sell property acquired by Tax Collector’s deed or through Oid 
Age Assistance, or any other property of the Town not used for 
public purposes. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $15,000.00 to be applied against the $33,000.00 present 
deficit, per instruction of the New Hampshire State Tax Commis- 


sion. 


7. To take the sense of the qualified voters whether the amend- 
ments of the Constitution proposed by the 1971 session of the 
General Court shall be approved. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $500.00 for the Newton Junction Firemens Association, to be 
used by said association to pay the 1972 real estate taxes asses- 
sed on the Fire House property, so-called, any unexpended 
balance to be returned by said Association, to the general fund 


of the Town. 
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9. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000.00 to be put into the capital reserve fund toward the 
purchase of a Class A fire pumper. 


10. Upon the petition of ten or more voters to see if the Town 
will vote to see that the Annual Town Report is delivered to the 
Residents of Newton at least 14 days prior to the Annual Town 
Meeting. 


11. Upon the petition of ten or more voters to see if the Town 
will vote to add to the Town Building Code and Safety Ordinance 
the following: “‘No multiple family dweliing larger than a two 
family building shall be constructed in the Town of Newton. 
Construction of Multiple family dwellings designed for three 
family occupancy or greater, shall have to be approved by the 
people at the Annual Town Meeting.’’ 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $240.00 
for the purpose of renting a facility to be used for a Police 
Station which is currently owned by William Cross of Newton. 


13. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,200.00 for the Greater Salem Mental Health Association. 


14. Upon the petition of ten or more voters to see if the Town 
will vote to accept Lincoln Road as a Town Street 


15. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $406.00 for leveling and covering cement foundations on 
Town land on Hadley Road. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
Sum not to exceed the amount of $1,500.G0 for the Fire Depart- 
ment to purchase four (4) scott air packs and extra tanks for 
same. 


17. To see if the Town wili vote to appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $1,780.00 for the purchase of a State accepted radar unit 
for use by the Newton Police Department. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to turn over to the Newton Con- 
servation Commission the property known as the Stronach Land 
now owned by the Town. 


19. Tosee if the Town will vote to amend the building code 
article 1, section 4, to read, ‘‘minimum lot frontage of 200 feet 
and a total area of not less than 43,560 square feet.’ 
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20. To see if the Town will vote to designate Bancroft Road 
as a Class VI Road, discontinued subject to gates and barways, 
500 feet from Merrimac Road running through to Bear Hill Road. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to designate Gould Hill Road, 
Bartlett Street, Heath Street, Maple Avenue, Currierville Road, 
Gale Village Road, and Town Hall Road scenic roads as pro- 
vided for under State Law RSA 253:17 and RSA 253:18.

REPORT OF TOWN MEETING 
MARCH !0, 197! 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Clifford R. Bryer, 
at 7:00 p.m. 

- The results of balloting on Article | on Tuesday, March 9, 1971 were 
read by the Moderator. 

Mr. Bryer announced his reappointment of Christopher D. Sherrill and 
Fred H. Cust to the Board of Adjustments, and Arlyn R. Leach, Henry G. 
Wells, Jr. and David A. Batson to the Finance Committee. 

Mr. Bryer also noted that, on electio «day 1971 Pearl R. Willis, our 
present Town Clerk, has given 50 years of service to the town, either as 
assistant to her late husband, William K. Davis, or as a Town Officer 


herself. 


Article Il: Ellery F. Atwood, moved that the budget be accepted as print- 
ed, except for the item of town officers salaries. This was duly seconded. 
An amendment was offered:and seconded to discuss the police department 
item separately also. This motion was voted affirmatively. 
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Mr. Atwood moved that town officers salaries be reduced to $8,900.00. 
This motion was seconded. 

The Moderator appointed John F. Cronin and Bernard S. Goad to count 
a show of hands on this motion. The result was 82 yes and 27 no. 

A motion to reduce the police department item to $7,242.00 was defeated 
by a hand vote of 37 yes and 58 no, which was again counted by Mr. Goad 
and Mr. Cronin.

Article VIII: Mr. Atwood’s motion which was seconded would have the 
town hold the property and buildings of the late George S. Marshal under its 
own name and direction and would not turn it over to anyone until it may be 
offered for sale. .

Laskey’e motion received a negative vote. 

Mr. Atwood’s motion also received a negative vote. 

On a motion by David H. Beebe it was voted that the town turn over to 
the Newton Conservation Commission the land and building of the George 
S. Marshall property on Wallace Street, Newton N.H. 


Article IX: On a motion by William L. Hart it was voted to turn over to 
the Newton Conservation Commission the town land on Hadiey Road. 


Article X:On a motion by Mr. Atwood it was voted to raise $500.00 for 
the Greater Salem Mental Health Association. 


Article Xl: Mr. Sherrill moved that $560.00 be raised to purchase a snow 

blower for use in the town of Newton. This motion was seconded. 
Chester E. Bearce offered an amendment that the housing, care, and

Both the amendment and the main motion were voted affirmatively.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT - 1971 
POLICE CHIEF’S REPORT 


Official reports for 1971 indicate a productive and encouraging 
year for the Newton Police Department. Despite the alarming rise in 
crime throughout the country, crime in Newton has been kept to a 
minimum. Becuase of this, 1971 has been a very gratifying year for 
the officers and myself. 

Random road patrol, initiated in 1971, has been a continuing suc- 
cess. It is practiced at intervals during the day and night and is the 
primary reason for bur low crime rate as partol cars discourage break- 
ing and entering, theft, and speeders. In fact, twice this year, random 
patrol cars were able to capture criminals while they were breaking 
and entering. Radar was in effect frequently, and, consequently, 
motor vehicle violators were curbed considerably. 

| realize that our town is not economically rich and because the 
people of Newton put their faith and trust in me as Police Chief, 
these goals were met and completed on a limited budget. 

A total of more than four thousand hours has been donated by the 
men and myself. The majority of these hours has been random patrol 
and working and manning the Police Station. Also Police Training 
Schools, classes and lectures available to Newton have been faith- 
fully attended by the department enabling us to acquaint ourselves 
with current methods and progressive problems. 

Politics and prejudices have no place in law enforcement. Lack 
of respect for law and order and officials could degrade the confi- 
dence of citizens of Newton in police protection. | believe the ability 
of police personnel have proven itself to the town simply by observa- 
tion. Let us base the evaluation of police protection on performence. 

My decision not to defend the Police Department by way of the 
press was built on experience. | do not believe in belittling the town 
or the department by airing our grievances publicly. | firmly believe 
that the unkind publicity that was directed to the department this past 
year gave the department a foundation of strength. That is why the 
department worked together so diligently and formed the strongest 
most loyal Police Department this town has ever had. 

At this time | would like to say that | regret the resignations | 
received but | do sympathize with these men. Their reasons are 
strictly personal and certainly understandable. Rather than jeopardize 
the ideals which form our department, these men made the decision 
to resign. Former Deputy Chief Paul Loring spent many hours of vol- 
unteer time with the department to rehabilitate the building on Route 
108 into our Police Station, and we are grateful to him. 

With the personal and professional gratification this past year has 
brought, | look forward to Newton's future with promise.

REPORT OF: THE NEWTON POLICE STATION 


The Town of Newton has been fortunate in the acquescence of a 
Police Station on Route 108. This building was made available to 
the Newton Police Department in May of 1971 through the generosity 
and cooperation of William Cross. 

The Police Officers immediately began restoration of the building. 

The H.L.’s Police Auxiliary was organized , and money was raised 
to help us purchase needed materials. 

The following is a summary of work that was completed in the 
building: new cement floor, new ceiling and lights, insulated fireproof 
Closet for files, building painted inside and out, windows painted, 
scraped and washed. 

The office is equipped with three desks, a typewriter, a safe, a 
refrigerator to store blood samples, and a coffee-cocoa machine. A 
counter top desk combination with a built in radio system was de- 
Signed by Officer Butiand. Mrs. Albert Butland designed drapes for 
the windows as a final finishing touch. 

For an attractive appearance the grounds were landscaped, park- 
ing space is plowed all winter, and the lawn is mowed all summer. 
An illuminated police sign was installed by Officer Carroll. 

| have served the Town of Newton for fourteen years as Police 
Chief, and | have forseen such a building to be, if not a critical 
need, at least a convenient need to the town. The police files and 
records are kept here; prisoners as well as persons being investiga- 
ted or questioned are held here; and the townspeople are able to dis- 
cuss their problems with a Police Officer in utmost privacy here; and 
most important, the station serves as a centrally located office from 
which police cases are solved. Conferences are frequently held with 
thw State Police, Sheriff’s Department or other police officials to 
confer on Community problems. 

In behalf of the Newton Police Department, | proudly present the 
Newton Police Station to the Town of Newton at Absolutely no cost 
to the taxpayers. 

Rent of the Station is $20.00 per month and is paid out of the 
police budget as is any other expense. The men and myself worked 
many volunteer hours to make this possible. Your Police Station is 
completed, and you are cordially invited to visit, have a cup of 
coffee and become acquainted with your new Station.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Newton Conservation Commission this year undertook many 
projects within the town. Members were active throughout the year 
with officials from state and local agencies in attempts to establish 
conservation projects. Nature trails, tree plantings, and recreational 
facilities have been established. 

The Newton Conservation Commission this yeat also joined the 
New Hampshire Association of Conservation Commissions paying a 
$35.00 initial fee and a $15.00 membership fee. 
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This year the first nature trail was completed behind the Memorial 
School. The trail was brushed out by the Explorer Scouts and a study 
guide was prepared by Mr. Stanley Knowles, county forester, The 
Conservation Commission in conjunction with the garden clubs of 
Newton and Kingston purchased complete curriculum guides on conser- 
vation for the use of every teacher in the Sanborn Regional district. 
A workshop for teachers was held in the spring and another in Novem- 
ber. 

The shade tree replacement projrnfwas continued with the purchase 
of $85.00 worth of trees. 

Ten large flowering plum trees were given to priperty owners for 
roadside planting and twenty-five smaller ones were planted at the 
town nursery on Bartlett Street by the Conservation Commission 


members for use in future years. 
Clean-up day was held in April with Brownies, Cadettes and 4H 


each taking a town triangle and the Town Hall for cleaning up and 
planting. The roadsides were cleaned for one mile in each direction 
from work areas under police protection and Conservation Commission 
supervision. 

On the day of the Town Meeting the Commission set up a display 
and began map indexing of land ownership. 

Work has begun, with direction from the U. S. Soil Conservation 
Department on the Marshall property. Two skating rinks are in the 
planning stages. All plants have been categorized by a state biolo- 
gist and nature trails begun. Permission has been granted the Newton, 
New Hampshire Historical Society to use the house for a town museum 
and maintain a room for meetings for organizations requesting the 
same. 

Money from the Marshall property has been deposited in the bank 
and will be used for the maintenance of the property. Other funds have 
been used for the tree program, clean-up day expenses, and maps.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 
LEST WE FORGET — IT CAN HAPPEN HERE 


Disastrous forest fires that destroy hundreds of homes are more 
prevalant on the west coast with their dry seasons and strong dry hot 
winds but 25 years ago this fall is the anniversary of a disaster that 
devastated larige areas of northern New England leaving villages in 
ashes with rows of cellar-holes and chimneys in a number of summer 
vacation home locations. Many lives were lost on that destructive 
day of October 23, 1947 nothing could stop the wind driven flames. 

It is true that such conditions are unusual for New Hampshire but 
they happened once, they can happen again. The fuel for fires is all 
around us. All it takes is a firebrand. Only by cultivating a habit of 
carefulness with fire at all times can we meet the challenge of pro- 
tection when dry conditions prevail. Please let these reminders be 


your guide: 


1. Never, either when walking, riding or driving, discard a fire- 
brand-a lighted match or a glowing cigarette 

2. Always obtain a permit for any outside burning. The burning of 
household rubbish is not permitted if your town has rubbish 
collection. Burning of grass or garden litter can be dangerous. 
See your warden first. 

3. If you camp or picnic, be sure open fires are allowed and if 
they are, put the DEAD OUT when leaving. 

4.MOST IMPORTANT-instruct your children in the danger of the 
lighted match. A lighted match and sry grass or forest litter is 
a dangerous combination which leads to destructive ioss and 


can lead to tragedy. 


The past year-1971 was a favorable year for the control of fires. 
There were too many fire starts in some towns. We thank those who 


remembered and ask others to heed Smokey’s message.
